Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the morning of the 23rd May, 1967, some unarmed 
constables of the Maharashtra State Reserve Police Force 
post at BilkhatHr, Mizo Hills, were deputed to collect wooden 
poles for repairing the 'bashas* in which the Force were living. 
An armed escort was deputed to provide cover to the un- 
armed constables. When the Police party reached the place 
from, where they had to collect the poles, they were suddenly 
attacked by hostiles. The members of the Police party 
jumped out of the vehicles and returned the fire. The hostiles 
who had taken positions on the high ridges, had all the 
advantages and were firing with a Light Machine Gun rifles 
and sten guns. The Police party was caught on ground 
which provided no cover and suffered heavy casualties. In 
the face of these odds, Shri Bajirao Sitaram Kadam took up 
position in the open ground, fired with his Light Machine 
Gun and killed the bren-gunner of the hostiles. Subsequently, 
he was himself hit by a hostile bullet and killed. 

In this encounter, Shri Bajirao Sitaram Kadam, showed 
great presence of mind and courage in the face of heavy 
odds, and sacrificed his life in the performance of his duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con- 
sequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 23rd May, 1967.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the morning of 8th November, 1967 some inhabitants 
of village Asachara, Mizo Hills, reported at Vaseitlang Border 
Outpost that during the preceding night about 30 hostiles 
armed with rifles and Light Machine Guns, had looted and 
set fire to their houses and had also killed one of the 
villagers. The Company Commander himself led a patrol to 
Asacnara to track down the hostiles. Shri Sakta Bahadur 
Thapa was the Second in Command and Shri Bhola Singh 
Yadav was a member of the patrol. 

The Border Security Force patrol pursued the hostiles 
through trackless jungles and step mountainous areas for over 
eighteen hours. Ultimately the patrol tracked down the hos- 
tiles and launched an assault. A number of hostiles were 
killed and a large quantity of arms, ammunition and equip- 
ment was captured. In this- incident, Shri Sakta Bahadur 
Thapa kept up the morale of his men and displayed great 
personnel courage and leadership. In the final assault, Shri 
Bhola Singh Yadav was in the forefront. Even though there 
was continuous machine gun fire from the hostile side, he 
continued forging ahead. His determination and bravery 
unnerved the hostiles who fled. Shri Bhola Singh Yadav 
was the first to capture hostile arms. 

During this encounter, both Shri Sakta Bahadur Thapa and 
Shri Bhola Singh Yadav exhibited courage, initiative and 
devotion to duty. 
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2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 8th November, 1967. 

The 1 5th August 1968
